When she appeared last April at her 
Majesty ’s theater, the differences be 
tween the » Su rah Bernhardt of to-day 
and the Sarah Bernhardt of ten y ears 
ago were scarcely greater than tho 
mere lapse of time mu st hav e cau sed, 
ev en had she scru pu lou sly hu sbanded 
her resou rces. 
If she is no longer the 
silv er-toned sy lph, 
whose nameless 
charm of speech and mov ement still 
hau nts u s at the mention of “Le 
» Sphinx ,” or “La Fille do ltowland,” 
that is merely becau se the most perfect 
of conserv atories cannot impart the se­ 
cret of eternal y ou th. All the essentials 
of her talent she retains well nigh u n­ 
impaired. 
If she pu ts them to less ex ­ 
qu isite u se than heretofore, sacrificing 
nobility of pose to restless v iv idness of 
gestu re, pu rity of diction to ingeniou s 
elocu tionary effect seeking, that is the 
fau lt of the play s in which she appears. 
She has the ohl means at her command, 
and she u ses them with the old mastery , 
thou gh sometimes to less worthy ends. 
What, then, has giv en her this power 
of passing u ndegraded throu gh all the 
influ ences that make for degradation? 
VV hat talisman has sav ed her v oice from 
becoming coarse, her plasticity from 
hardening into mechanism, and her pas­ 
sion from habitu ally ru shing into rant? 
» Simply , I believ e, the talisman of a 
thorou gh training, an early and sy stem­ 
atic mastery of the methods of her 
craft. 
It is one the characteristics of 
phy sical accomplishment— and the qu al­ 
ities which can be acqu ired by training 
are mainly phy sical—that it ev en is 
more difficu lt to u nlearn than to learn. 
A good swimmer, a good skater, a good 
cricketer may , by sheer disu se, decline 
in actu al power; bu t he will nev er lose 
his form, and swim, skate, or bowl like 
one u ntrained or ill trained in these ex ­ 
ercises. 
Similarly , an actress who has 
once learned to mov e gracefu lly and 
speak beau tifu lly will retain these dis­ 
tinctions, in spite of star parts and 
long ru ns and bou lev ard au diences, and 
England and America—in spite of all 
the circu mstances, in short, that tend 
to produ ce cru dity and commonness.—

F A R R A G U T T A K I N G P O S S E S S IO N 
N R IF O R L E A N S . 
Commander Kau tz contribu tes to the 
Cen tu ry some of the “Incidents of the 
Occu pation of New Orleans” which 
came u nder his observ ation as an officer 
u nder Farragu t’s command. 
From the 
article w’e qu ote as follows: 
“A bat­ 
talion of marines made-part of ou r ex ­ 
pedition ; this was u nder the command 
of Capt. John L. Broome. 
We landed 
at the foot of Canal street and pro­ 
ceeded to a position in front of the Cu s­ 
tom Hou se, where the marines wero 
drawn u p in line, with loaded piece» 
and flanked by the howitzers, loaded 
with shrapnel. 
The people made no* 
demonstration, bu t looked on in su llen 
silence. 
Capt. Bell and I, with a boat­ 
swain’s mate carry ing ou r ensign, en­ 
tered the Cu stom Hou se, where tho 
postmaster receiv ed u s cordially , re­ 
marking: 
‘Thank God that y ou are 
here. 
I hav e been a Union man all the 
time. 
I was appointed by Bu chanan, 
not by Jeff' Dav is; he only allowed me 
to remain.’ 
The postmaster showed u s 
to the roof of the bu ilding, where w e 
fou nd a flag-staff with halliards. 
The 
boatsw ain’s mate bent on the flag and I 
reported all ready , when Capt. Bell 
gav e the order ‘Hoist away !’ and the 
boatswain’s mate and I pu t ou r hands 
to the halliards and ‘the stars and 
stripes rose into the sky and swelled on 
the breeze.’ A gu ard with a lieu tenant 
ol marines was left in charge of the 
flag at the Cu stom Hou se, and the 
landing party mov ed on to the City 
Hall, the crowd increasing as that small 
body of Union men approached the 
‘» State flag.’ 
There the marines were 
again drawn u p in line, and the how­ 
itzers commanded the streets; thou ­ 
sands of spectators filled the open 
spaces. 
That immense assemblage had 
the will to annihilate the small force of 
sailors and marines, bu t they had be­ 
gu n to think, and the impression that 
resistance to United » States au thority 
wou ld inv oke the wrath of the squ ad­ 
ron had gone abroad ; still, no one knew 
bu t what one or two desperate men 
were ready to fire the train that wou ld 
lead to the magazine. 
“Capt. Bell gav e May or Monroe the 
priv ilege of hau ling down the » State 
flag, bu t 
he 
indignantly declined. 
Capt. Boll then directed me to go to 
the roof of the bu ilding and hau l the 
flag down, he remaining on the top 
floor at the foot of the ladder. 
“Before.we ascended to the roof the 
May or informed Capt. Bell, in the 
presence of his officers, that the men 
who attempted to hau l down the flag 
might be idiot by the indignant popu ­ 
lace assembled on the su rrou nding 
hou se-tops, and lie ex pressed his fears 
in the hope that he wou ld not be held 
responsible for the act, in ease it shou ld 
be perpetrated. 
Fortu nately for the 
peace of the city of New Orleans, the 
v ast crowd looked on in su llen silence 
as the flag came down. 
There was no 
flag hoisted on the City Hall in place of 
the » State flag, for the reason that it had 
not cov ered United States property . 
Tho mission of the landing party hav ing 
been accomplished, the officers and men 
retu rned to the lev ee in marching 
order, wffiere they took boat-? for their 
respectiv e v essels.

The Mo ntenegrin wo man is in many 
resp ects an o bject o f p ity to the trav el­ 
ers who p ass thro u gh the strange little 
p rincip ality ; bu t there is no wo man in 
the co u ntry who wo u ld no t be griev ­ 
o u sly o ffend ed at any sho w o f sy m­ 
p athy . 
To wo rk incessantly and to 
su ffer is the d estiny o f the wo men o f 
tht! race. 
They are no t ev en welco med 
into the wo rld ; a Mo ntenegrin father, 
when asked by his neighbo r what the 
sex o f his new-bo rn child is, answers: 
“Go d p ard o n me! it is a girl.” 
So me­ 
times lie say s: 
“It is a serp ent," which 
is a p o etical manner o f ex p ressing his 
regret at the birth o f a d au ghter. 
The 
girl gro ws tip neglected and o ften 
cu rsed ; she carries fago ts o f wo o d o n 
her head , in o rd er that she may earn a 
few co ins with which to bu y arms fo r 
her bro thers. 
Him has no y o u th; at 25 
she seems alread y o ld . 
She is married 
y o u ng, and bears and cares fo r her 
child ren while su p p o rting labo r in the 
field s w hich wo u ld he hard ev en fo r 
stro ng men. 
She trembles befo re her 
father, her bro ther, her hu sband ; she 
o nly awakens to freed o m and ind e­ 
p end ence o f actio n w hen ex cited bv the 
no ise o f thft co mbat, to which she fre­ 
q u ently fo llo ws the warrio rs. 
She 
u rges them o n, and lo ad s their gu ns, 
and d resses their wo u nd s. 
The Mo n­ 
tenegrin wo man is rarely beau tifu l o f 
featu re, and the co arse wo rk which she 
p erfo rms so o n ru ins her fo rm. 
Her 
v irtu e is bey o nd rep ro ach; intrigu es 
are u nkno wn in Mo ntenegro , and gal­ 
lantry wo u ld find a sharp rep ro o f at the 
p o int o f a y ataghan. 
The wo men 
wand er 
u nattend ed 
wherev er they 
p lease thro u gho u t the co u ntry ; fo r, 
while a Mo ntenegrin warrio r wo u ld 
nev er think o f reliev ing a wo man fro m 
the heav y bu rd en o f fago ts o r p ro ­ 
v isio ns which she may 
be fainting 
u nd er, and while he may , p erhap s, rail 
at her fo r her weakness, he wo u ld no t 
by wo rd o r d eed o ffer her the slightest 
insu lt. 
The wo man in almo st serv ile 
with regard to her hu sband ; if she sees 
him co ming alo ng the ro ad she tu rns 
o ff, o r p asses him rap id ly , that he may 
no t be co mp elled to reco gnize lier. 
Sho u ld the warrio r be seen wasting his 
time in lo itering by his wife’s sid e, lie 
wo u ld be su bjected to rep ro ach fro m 
the eld ers in the v illage. 
A few y ears 
since o ne co u ld no t hav e fo u nd in the 
w ho le o f Mo ntenegro o ne wo man kno w ­ 
ing ho w to read o r write; latterly so me 
few* scho o ls, to which wo men hav e ac­ 
cess, hav e been established . 
The d u ties o f ho sp itality all fall u p o n 
tin* wo man. 
It is she who u nlaces lhe 
b >o ts o f the stranger when lie arriv es, 
and who washes his feet, who serv es at 
the table, and ho ld s the flaming p ine- 
kno t by which the o thers see to eat. 
The hu sband d o es no t ev en no tice his 
wife,u nless it be to req u est so me menial 
serv ice o f her. 
It is a wo nd er Mo ntenegrin babies 
ev er liv e thro u gh the sev ere co u rse o f 
swad d ling which they u nd ergo fro m 
their earliest d ay u ntil they are weaned . 
They are strap p ed to bo ard s and slu ng 
o v er the backs o f their mo thers, and 
th u s, winter and .su mmer, they make 
lo ng jo u rney s in the mo u ntains and 
amo ng the ro cks. 
When the hu sband falls ill it is no t 
the wife who cares fo r him, bu t his 
p arents. 
Etiq u ette d emand s that the 
wife sho u ld ap p ear ind ifferent to his 
co nd itio n, and sho u ld attend to her 
d u ties in ho u se and field as if he were 
in no d anger. 
Bu t w hen he d ies she 
is ex p ected to bu rst into lo u d lamenta­ 
tio ns, and in all the co u ntry ro u nd sing 
the p raises o f his co u rage and his 
p ro wess in fro nt o f the enemy . 
This o v erwo rked and mu ch-abu sed 
creatu re lias o ne gracio u s acco mp lish­ 
ment; the Mo ntenegrin wo man is ex ­ 
ceed ingly ex p ert in embro id eries, and 
they are a p ro minent featu re o f the 
natio nal co stu me. 
The wo men wo rk 
at them when they are walking alo ng 
the ro ad s bearing u p o n their head s bu r­ 
d ens which seem heav y eno u gh to cru sh

TH E GLACIERS OF TH E ALPS. 
Prof. Heim has made a careful sur­ 
vey of the Alpine g laciers, and reekons 
them at 1,155, of which 219 are each 
long er than 7 ,500 meters (more than 
4g miles). 
French territory includes 
144 of them, Italian 7 8, Swiss 47 3, and 
Austrian 462. 
The total superficial 
area of these g laciers may be set down 
at between 3,000 and 4,000 square kilo­ 
meters, or between six and seven times 
the area of the Isle of Man. 
The area 
of the Swiss g laciers is laid down in 
the official surveys at 1,8 39 square kil­ 
ometers; the bulk of the remainder 
falls to Austria. 
The long est of all is 
the Aletsch g lacier, which is over 
twenty-four kilometers (about fifteen 
miles) in leng th. 
As to the thickness 
of the g laciers, no reliable data are 
forthcoming . It may be remembered 
that Ag assiz, in the series of investig a­ 
tions and measurements which he car­ 
ried out on the Aar g laciers over forty 
years ag o, excavated to a depth of 260 
meters (over 8 53 feet >, and had not g ot 
to the bottom. He estin 
the depth 
of the Aar g lacier at a p >int a little be­ 
low the junction of the I inster-Aar and 
the Lauter-Aar g laciers at 460 meters, 
or about 1,510 feet.
